The 43-year-old man who today will 
become the 35th president of the United 
States is a product of the 20th eae: 
None of the 
old political 
cliches fit him. 
His cut is of a 
different pat- 
tern.

Attorney General Rules 
On Segregationist’s Role 


We are glad to see wide and immedi- 
ate legislative support for Gov. Vandi- 
ver’s sensible package of open-school leg- 
islation . 

Attorney General Eugene Cook on 
Thursday pretty well described the po- 
sition of any segregationists who may 
oppose the Vandiver plan when he gave 
the following legal opinion: 

“Anyone who insists on standing by 
our existing laws, and who is unwilling 
to abolish public education altogether, 
must necessarily assume the responsi- 
bility for massive, wholesale integration 
of our public schools, and further assume 
the respnosibility for denying grants-in- 
aid, which are unauthorized under exist- 
ing law.” 


Sheriffs’ Salary Bill 
Shouldn’t Be Crippled 


The Senate Judiciary Committee has 
cleared the sheriffs’ salary bill with 
the understanding there would be ample 
opportunities to offer amendments on the 
floor. 

Foes of the measure should take into 
consideration the fact that its terms do 
not make it compulsory for counties to 
change to the salary system. 

That in itself weakens its purpose but 
at least should make it more acceptable 
to its critics. To water it down even fur- 
ther would make it meaningless. 

Any amending should be for the pur- 
pose of giving the bill more vigor instead 
of crippling it. 

The latter is exactly what would hap- 
pen if such gimmicks as paving the way 
for counties to change back to the fee 
system are allowed to creep into the final 
version of the proposed act.

is Washington in the inaugural season. Here there is a dollar-grab- 
bing so determined and graceless as to carry our good free enter- 


prise tradition to a point extreme 
enterpriser who ever lived. 

Here is a kind of feverish climb- 
ing—social climbing and political 
climbing—in the face of which 
men and women of taste have only 
two possible sources: to grind the 
teeth, which does no real good; or 
to laugh aloud, 

The hotel and car-hire people 
and so on are working the visiting 
gold lode no less __industriously 
than did the forty-niners a century 
and more ago in California. And 
no. nonresident could readily cred- 
it the volume of name-dropping 
that goes on, from famous host- 
esses’ tables down to the ill-lit 
booths in frowsy little beer tav- 
erns, about Good Old Jack and 
Good Old Lyndon. 

Still, all this is only one side 
of the medal, that side which pre- 
sents the worst of our national 
characteristics. 

There is the other side, which 
shows the best that is in us. For 
right alongside the atmosphere of 
the touring carnival—where the 
fast buck and the fast ‘‘operation’”’ 
are all too valued—there is an 
aura of the highest and most un- 
sordid of national purpose and 
dreams. 

There is a somber, steady sense 
of dedication for a nation which 
must now resume—and strengthen, 


enough to shake the toughest free- 


if :possible—its high mission as the 
leader of that part of the world 
which is free. For every sucker 
who is “‘taken’’ on the midway, in 
the way that is our immemorial 
custom wherever large and care- 
less crowds may gather, there are 
at least two sober and serious 
Americans who see this as the 
grandest passage in the American 
public ritual. 

This, to them, is our equivalent 
of a British corenation; our time 
of cavalcade, when our past 
marches by in review along with 
our present and future; our hour 
of national revival and national 
reconciliation; our moment of 
might and majesty, of hope and 
glory. 

It is only on these rare occa- 
sions of a presidential inaugura- 
tion that we can see plainly the 
rich mixture of our country—its 
possibly “bad” and _ certainly 
crude side; its undoubtedly good 
and profoundly responsible side, 
that side which, as the old saying 
truthfully goes, is after all the 
hope of this earth.

Space Program: 


Is It Worth It? 


WASHINGTON—Why has the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration spent well over a billion dollars 
and why is the Kennedy administration plan- 


ning to aa more to explore outer space? Are we just trying to 
match the Russians i in a search for illusive prestiges? Or is this a 
wise and prudent investment for practical ends which serve the 


interests of all of us? 

My judgement is that the ex- 
panding program is useful in 
the extreme and that the prog- 
ress we have been making 
during the past two years under 
Keith Glennan is now beginning 
to pay off not only in recovered 
scientific prestige for the United 
States, but also in terms which 
can soon be measured in dollars 
and cents. 

Our space accomplshments are 
beginning to compare more than 
favorably with the Russians’, 
We have lacked the ‘“‘spectacu- 
lars’”—the first Sputnik, the first 
moon probe, the first photographs 
of the moon—but with the Sa- 
turn we will before long have 
a launching vehicle capable of 
producing a 1,500,000-pound thrust 
for the heaviest planetary orbits. 
Wernher von Braun, director of 
the Huntsville Center, who is 
not easily satisfied with the 
pace of our progress, now agrees 
that not only are our scientific 
flights more numerous than the 
Soviets’, but that “our total 
scientific achievement has been 
more solid.”’ 

But ‘what next? Part of the 
U.S. time table reads like this: 

This year two astronauts in 
flight—a preliminary suborbital 
flight (100 miles up, 200 miles 
in distance) and then a man 
in space—and recovery. 

In 1962 the launching of a 
planetary spacecraft and in 1963 


a soft landing of instruments on 
the moon. 

In 1964 the launching of an 
orbiting astronomical observa- 
tory, and the heavy-thrust Sa- 
turn is to be available in 1965— 
if not sooner. 

By the end of the 60’s, bigger 
dreams will be attainable — a 
spacecraft in orbit about another 
planet and the probability of a 
manned landing on the moon. 

The purpose of all this? Is it 
just to prove that the world 
does not have to look to the 
Communists for scientific emi- 
nence? That is plenty. That is 
vital. But there are more, very 
usable developments for practi- 
cal benefit to all of us here and 
now: 

Meteorological satellites are at 
the point of achieving weather 
prediction capable of averting 
vast loss of life, preventing cost- 
ly crop destruction and saving 
enormous sums of money. 

Reconnaissance satellites will, 
on the word of von Braun, give 
the United Sates ‘‘a permanent 
missile watch over the whole 
surface of the globe and make a 
surprise missile attack forever 
impossible.” 

If there ever was a_ yalid 
reason for the federal govern- 
ment to use tax money as risk 
capital to create profitable divi- 
dends for the whole nation, the 
space program is it.

“All this talk about going to 
church, about Christians chang- 
ing the world is so much hokum.

Akin to dy- 
namite, one bit of faith can up- 
root mountains—circumstantial 


* or otherwise. 


Part of that evidence of Chris- 
tian genuineness is one who sees 
the sacred in the secular. There 
is no line of difference between 
things holy and unholy to eyes 
that have been focused by God. 
“To the pure all things are 


pure.”’ Every blade of grass be- 
comes a quill to write the di- 
mensions of God’s love. To this 
type of discerning soul Saturday 
retains the sacred aspect of Sun- 
day, and for that matter, all 
other days of the week. 

Religion is no special cloak 
worn to hallow the precincts of 
religion at the expense of the 
sweat shop, classroom or fac- 
tory. A Christian is not two- 
faced. There is something sa- 
cred in all things: A plowstock 
becomes a pulpit, a book in 
geography becomes a compass 
to chart God’s handiwork; every 
mud hole becomes a mirror to 
reflect the stars; a common 
daisy is decked with enough 
beauty to argue convincingly for 
the whole of creation. 

Convincing evidence? One 
who makes the best of it when 
he gets the worst of it. When 
life thins out to inconsequen- 
tials, when the other fellow gets 
ahead at the same game, leav- 
ing behind others plodding at an 
unadvancing pace, what is to be 
the loser’s attitude? He simply 
takes a firmer grip, asks for 
strength to carry on, and con- 
verts every stumbling block into 
a stepping stone. Armed with 
the Divine Presence, this type 
of person looks straight into the 
ugly face of life and makes the 
most of it—evidence enough 
that something and someone 
have taken up residence inside 
him.

Mullins 
will march in and his hard, 
handsome face will not be re- 
membered except by the long- 
suffering soul who brought him 
into this world, cared for him 
through childhood, then stood 
helplessly by while a wild mind 
and a warped sense of values 
carried him into crime; into 
the electric chair. 

I wish I had never gone to 
see Roy Lee Mullins in that 
jail cell. I wish I had never 
looked deep into those troubled 
eyes. I wish I had never heard 


him say that he was sorry, 
“that if it would bring that 
policeman back to his wife 


and his children, I would go to 
the chair without a word.” I 
wish I had not heard him say, 
“But it won't. And I don’t 
want to die. Nobody wants to 
die.”’ 

Not alone; not in an electric 
chair at Reidsville. And I wish 
I didn’t have to know about it.

NOT COMPULSORY 


The bill before the Senate is 
noncompulsory in nature, becom- 
ing effective in each county on 
approval of county governing au- 
thorities.

Quimby Mel- 
ton Jr. and Arthur Bolton desig- 
nates proper county and munici- 
pal law enforcement officers as 
agents of the State Patrol to 
make arrests for speeding on fed- 
eral highways. 


But it gives the director of 
the State Department of Public 
Safety the right to revoke their 
authority in case of abuses. Public 
Safety Director W. P. Trotter 
reportedly dislikes this provision 
because it makes him a “judge 
and a jury.” 


The idea behind the bill, it 
was understood, is to give the 
patrol control over speeding ar- 
rests on federal highways through 
the state because 95 per cent of 
all speed trap complaints occur 
on federal highways.

The report: stated that Presi- 
dent O. C. Aderhold told the com- 
mittee last Saturday “that stu- 
dents would be allowed to as- 
semble, demonstrate and voice 
their displeasure with regard to 
the integration of the university 
so long as persons and property 
were not injured and there was 
no violence.” 


STRICT RULES 


Later in the day, it continued, 
the university issued strict anti- 
assembly and anti-demonstration 
rules. 


“This change in policy occurred 
between Friday, Jan. 13, 1961, 
and Monday, Jan. 16, 1961, al- 
though this committee was not 
able to determine any change 
during this period,” it added. 


The report also said that “re- 
ports from students indicate that 
a number of professors and in- 
structors are bringing pressure on 
students not to demonstrate or 
take any active part in displaying 
their dissatisfaction with the inte- 
‘gration .. .” 


The committee delivered to the 
speaker a list of the 405 faculty 
members who signed a petition 
backing university disciplinary 
policy and insisting on reinstate- 
ment of two Negroes. 


NO CHOICE IN HOUSING 


The report said that attorney B. 
D. Murphy, Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook and others had advised that 
the university had no choice under 
U.S. Judge W. A. Bootle’s order 
but to provide dormitory space {or 
Negro coed Charlayne Hunter. 


The only space available to her, 
it added, were: 


1. A single room in Soule Hall, 
where she would have to share a 
bathroom with white girls. 


2. A study hall where she would 
have to share bedroom and bath 
facilities with white girls. 


3. The rooms she now occupies 
in Center Myers dormitory with 
private bath and kitchenette fa- 
cilities.

Bill Urges 


A Separate 
Mental Unit 


By MARION GAINES 


Creation of a State Department 
of Mental Health was proposed in 


the Georgia House Thursday as 
reorganization of the state’s mental 
health setup. 


The radical departure from the 
present mental health program, 
which is administered by the 
State Health department, was 
submitted in a bill offered by 
Representatives Culver Kidd and 
Philip Chandler of Baldwin Coun- 
ty, home of the giant state men- 
tal hospital. 


Unless Gov. Vandiver’s feelings 
on the subject have mellowed, 
Rep. Kidd’s proposal appears to 
stand slight chance of winning 
approval at this General Assem- 
bly session. 


Kidd’s bill would create a five- 
man state mental health com- 
mission to govern a State Mental 
Health Department . completely 
separate from the State Health 
Board and department. 


Under Kidd’s bill, a newly cre- 
ated mental health department 
would administer the 12,000-pa- 
tient Milledgeville State Hospital, 
the Gracewood Training School 
for Mental Defectives, the State 
Hospital for Alcoholics and facil- 
ities at Reidsville State Prison 
for treating patients there. 


PROVIDES CLINICS 


The mental health commission 
also would be authorized to es- 
tablish mental health clinics and 
treatment centers. 


Another bill laid before the 
House Thursday by Rep. Kidd 
would amend the Georgia Prison 
Industries Act to permit the State 
Corrections Board to make and 
sell “appropriate automobile li- 
cense plates’’ to’ Georgia veter- 
ans’ organizations, the proceeds 
to go “‘exclusively for educating, 
vocational training and rehabili- 
tation of all prisoners. . .”’ 


Newton County Rep. W. D. Bal- 
lard put forth a bill to realign 
the House of Representatives in 
accord with the 1960 census. 
(The state’s eight largest coun- 
ties elect three House members, 
the next 30 largest elect two and 
the remaining 121 elect one rep- 
resentative each.) 


SECOND TERM ASKED 


Under the 1960 census, Dough- 
erty County moves into the eight- 
county group that has three 
House members while Floyd Coun- 
ty’s representation is sliced from 
three to two. 


A resolution authored by Chat- 
tooga County Rep. James Floyd 
would permit Georgia governors 
to succeed themselves in office 
but wouldn’t let them serve more 
than eight years in a row.

“GOD BLESS HIM”

This was in contrast to the 
events of Jan. 19, 1861, when 
the Georgia General Assembly 
met here in closed session to 
vote 166-130 for secession from 
the Union. 


Thursday’s Union Recorder, the 
Milledgeville newspaper, carried 
a banner headline: “Georgia Se- 
ceeded.”” Shop windows through- 
out the city featured displays 
of clothing, household furnishings 
and weapons from 1861 as well 
as displays of Confederate money. 


The streets are decorated with 
flags, both of the modern United 
States and the Confederate States. 


The Milledgeville Centennial is 
the first large scale program 
in Georgia in the four-year Civil 
War Centennial commemoration. 

Following the parade Lt. Gov. 


Garland Byrd was guest of honor 
at a banquet for centennial dig- 


nitaries at the Milledgeville 
Country Club, 
The pageant, “Their Massive 


Pride,”’ was presented in Russell 
Auditorium of the Georgia State 
College for Women. 


This pageant depicted events of 
the Secession Convention which 
was called to order on Jan. 16, 
1861. 


On Friday and Saturday tours 
of representative homes will open 
to the public at 3 p.m., followed 
by a tea at 5 in the Milledge- 
ville Mansion, formerly the gover- 
nor’s mansion and now the home 
of the president of GSCW. 


The pageant will be presented 
at 8 p.m. on each of the two 
nights. 


On Friday at 9:30 p.m. a public 
square dance is scheduled at the 
National Guard armory. 


The closing events of the three- 
day program will be the old- 
fashioned ball starting at 8 p.m. 
on Saturday in the Milledgeville 
State Hospital auditorium. Tommy 
Dorsey’s band will play.

The possessiveness with which 
our leaders claim this terrible 
dilemma amounts to obsession. 
It is as if the issue concerned 
only them and their political fu- 
ture, and did not touch the lives 
of people at all. 


The arrogance with which they 
censure, by indirection, the free- 
dom of thought and conscience 
of the hundreds of faculty mem- 
bers who signed the petition at 
Athens has done great harm to 
the course of education in Geor- 
gia no matter which turn the 
segregation question takes. 


Teachers are citizens. They 
have every right to express 
themselves. They do not abro- 
gate their right when they sign 
on as professors in a public in- 
stitution. Moreover, in this case, 
they have special knowledge. 
They specialize in education. 
This question is tied up with 
more than the immediate one of 
whether school keeps or not. It 
is part of many of the very dis- 
ciplines colleges are charged to 
impart to their students; one 
with ethics, history, religion; 
with economics, sociology, po- 
litical science. 


Academic freedom is so basic 
a principle that every teacher 
in Georgia will now lift her or 
his head in indignation at this 
storm-trooper thought-control by 
the legislature. It is true that 
many have not yet spoken. 
They are still shackled by the 
old shibboleths of humility and 
acquiesence. But in every ma- 
jor college in this area, peti- 
tions have circulated briskly 
and been signed with boldness. 
No scorn yet practiced upon 
teachers by the General As- 
sembly has sown the seeds of 
rebellion of this act. 


We are short of fine teachers. 
We need them more than they 
need us. We must have their 
intelligent independence, their 
spirit of inquiry, their inspira- 
tion for freedom, their vision of 
the past and the future. 


Dr. Rufus Harris, president of 
Mercer University, might have 
been addressing this occasion 
when he prepared his com- 
mencement address at that uni- 
versity last June. 


“If education is to succeed 
in the role of fortifying the bond 
of our civil society, it cannot do 
so by exalting the vague ideal 
of the uncommitted mind, con- 
science and man. Overtly and 
tacitly it must not be afraid 
to confront people with the cen- 
tral questions that entwine their 
lives with modern meaning. 
This requires courage, for a 
university is a place where 
ideas must be permitted to 
clash. When this is not so, it is 
not alive. If it is not alive to 
ideas and if it does not permit 


|. discussion of them, it is not a 
university. 


Truth, which we all 
seek, is best discovered by this 
clash and debate of ideas and 
differences—fully and tolerant- 
ly.” 


“The integrity of character we 
strive for within ourselves is de- 
pendent upon the measure of 
our own inner quality; the in- 
tegrity of the structure of educa- 
tion we shall build inevitably 
will be the result of the same 
ingredient. An educational in- 
stitution is no finer, no deeper, 
no more humane, no more quali- 
tative, than those who are its 
architects, or those who are 
taught according to its ways. 
To the last analysis, the quality 
of education is the quality of 
each of us. It is the quality of 
you and me.”

Vandiver’s Speech 
a As a ‘Hopeful Sign’

Most of a representative group of Atlanta-area 
teachers, mothers and citizens viewed Gov. Vandiver’s 
Wednesday address to Georgians as offering hope for 


public education. 


A trio of teachers, represent- 
ing three institutions in this 
area, were of one opinion: ‘“The 
governor is obviously trying to 
do the right thing.”’ 


Adding that she hoped ‘“‘the 
legislators will heed his plea,”’ 
one teacher said “I wish the 
governor had been more defi- 
nite as to just what he’s plan- 
ning to do about the schools.” 


Mrs. J. P. Gunter, mother 
of a youngster who will start 
to school next year, was not as 
cautious in her criticism. ‘‘He 
took about 30 minutes to real- 
ly say nothing. The crux of the 
speech can be summed up in a 
few words: We're going to 
keep the schools open, but the 
Negroes out. I doubt if anyone 
knows how this is going to be 
accomplished in the face of 
federal court orders to the con- 
trary.” 


Mrs. Robert Jackson, moth- 
er of two girls, one of whom 
is a college freshman, said 
she has gained “more respect 
for the governor in the past 
two weeks than at any time 
since he’s been in office.” 


LEADERSHIP 


“I think he has finally ac- 
cepted his leadership responsi- 
bilities,””’ Mrs. Jackson con- 
tinued. ‘“‘But certainly he’s not 
forgotten that the voice of the 
people should be heard before 
the final decision. As a matter 
of fact, I’m more _ concerned 
about the General Assembly’s 
resolution to reinstate those 
suspended students at Georgia 
than I am about Gov. Vandi- 
ver’s speech. I think they should 
be allowed to go back to school.

outer cover is cut to fit it per- 
fectly. Then, sew the _ front 
and back cover together on 
three sides, leaving. one side 
open to insert the blanket. 


Ask someone to help you in- 
sert the blanket in the cover. 
The bulk will make it difficult 
for you to do smoothly without 
assistance. After inserting the 
blanket, pin the blanket to the 
cover along the edges, making 
sure the blanket edge reaches 
the inner edge of the cover. 
Then turn in the edges of the 
open side and slip-stitch closed 
with small stitches. Baste the 
blanket and cover together on 
all edges. Now, baste with long 
stitches across the lengthwise 
and crosswise grains with bast- 
ing rows about 3 inches apart. 
Be sure not to skip the basting 
step, because it keeps the cover 
from slipping while you’re ma- 
chine stitching. 


Remove the regular presser 
foot from your machine and at- 
tach the quilter. This attach- 
ment consists of a short, open 
foot and an adjustable or re- 
movable space guide that can be 
used to the right or left of the 
needle, Adjust space guide for 
width you desire between stitch- 
ing lines, 


All stitching is done on the 
wrong side of cover. Use a me- 
dium-length stitch. To stitch 
diagonal blocks, mark a diag- 
onal chalk line for the first row 
of stitching across the center of 
the cover from corner to corner 
(this is on the bias). 


Stitch and space each succes- 
sive row from center to outer 
edges, guiding the edge of the 
space guide to the previous row 
of stitching.

Gate of $5,000,C 000 
Seen for Title Bout 


Texans Sign Beck, Clark; 
Fleming Goes to Oakland

Boxing promoter Roy Cohn Thursday predicted. a 


$5,000,000 gross gate from all sources for the March 13 
heavyweight title fight at Miami Beach between cham- 
pion Floyd Patterson and challenger Ingemar Johansson. 


Patterson and Johansson signed 


for the bout in New York City. 


In the technicalities of the fight, 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
could come out $10,000 richer. Pat- 
terson had inserted a clause there 
would be no segregated seating. 
Should there be, the $10,000, post- 
ed by Feature Sports, would be 
sent to the NAACP. 


When all’s added up after the 
bout, Patterson figures he’ll be 
$800,000 better off, and Johansson 
said he could gross $1,000,000. The 
challenger’s figure is higher be- 
cause he has 100 per cent of the 
Scandinavian film, TV and radio 
rights. Johansson got this by sur- 
rendering 15 per cent of the 
American rights, just as he did 
for their match last June 20.

The proposed Atlantic Coast 
Line—Seaboard Air Line Railroad 
Co. merger threatens to play 
havoc with rail transportation in 
important Georgia areas, the 
chairman of the Georgia Public 
Service Commission said Thurs- 


Chairman Matt L. McWhorter 
announced that the PSC will 
formally oppose the combine be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission unless it is so modi- 
fied not to take business away 
from smaller railroad and de- 
gga their service to the pub- 
ic. 


Data already on file, he re- 
porter, indicate that the combine 
would rob the Georgia Railroad 
of 20 per cent of its gross freight 
revenue and Central of Georgia 
of between six and 10 per cent, 
or some $2.3 million annually. 


That would be ruinous not only 
to the smaller lines but also to 
important areas which they serve, 
the PSC chairman maintained. 


A hearing on the merger is 
scheduled at Savannah Feb. 13 
and another may be held later at 
Waycross.

Also pending are moves by 
Southern for control of Central 
of Georgia and by Illinois Central 
and Southern for control of Louis- 
ville and.
